“The only dangerous form of anti- 
war propoganda is that based on the ap- 
peal to class prejudice; that which seeks 
to persuade men that tlie economic in- 
justices which they believe that they  suf- 
fér are of more imporance to them than 
the national crisis. The argument ‘is 
a wicked and delusive one. 


Ego, it seems, is one of Germany’s 
consuming faulfs. A swelled head will 
lead nations as well as individuals into 
trouble. : 


It is hoped that Russia, the bear that 
walks like a man, will not.again take the 
notion to.run like a rabbit.
